^  The  combination  of  rich  sombre  reds  and  delicate  blues  is  refined 
and  unusual.  The  subject  is  difficult  to  explain.  We  may  sug- 
gest the  following: 

Besides  being  the  goddess  of  the  moon  and  the  chase,  Diana 
plays  an  important  role  in  many  mystic  cults.  The  Ephesian 
cult  of  Diana  will  be  remembered.  In  these  cults  Diana  reveals 
the  secret  of  nature  or  the  universe.    Poets  and  philosophers  have 
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always  .s()U|;ht  an  iiituitivi'  a})i)i-oath  to  \hvsv  piohlciiis  and  in  the 
prcsiiit  taj)c'.strv  Diana  sccnis  to  hv  tfachiii^-  the  i)liih)so])lK'r  (in 
red  lohe)  and  a  laurel-wreathed  poet,  writing'  at  her  feet.  The 
•statue  of  .Vristotle  to  the  left  su^u'ests  a  ))hiloso|)her  whose  in- 
terest centered  in  det'})  research  into  the  laws  of  nature.  The 
two  aniorini,  one  departini;-  with  a  frivolous  smile,  the  othei-  with 
a  serious  exj)rcssion.  carryin<^-  a  Invgv  folio,  may  symbolize  human 
attitudes  towards  learnin<r.  and  the  j)arr()t  may  he  just  a  Flemisli 
accessory  or  may  symbolize  a  frccjuent  type  of  human  rcce{)tivity, 
as  opposed  to  tlie  earnestness  of  poet  and  philosoj)her.  Border 
of  neo-classic  design.
